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CUSS OF 2012 


After a very long process beginning back in 2002 with a feasibility 
study, the new Wellesley High School was finally ready in Febru¬ 
ary for teachers and students to move into. This was especially 
exciting for members of the senior class, as they would be the 
first to graduate from the new building. The new 280,000 square 
foot building is 50,000 square feet larger than the 1938 struc¬ 
ture. Not only did the high school project come in under budget, 
it was also completed five months ahead of schedule! Seniors 
were able to enjoy their final four months in a state of the art 
facility utilizing innovative “green” systems, such as roof drains 
that re purpose recycled rain water, geothermal wells to heat and 
cool different areas of the building, 40kw solar panels installed 
on the roof, solar shade systems, and daylight sensors to dim or 
intensify classroom lighting according to the amount of natural 
light entering the room to name but a few of the improvements. 
However, even amid the change, many historical components of 
the original 1938 high school building were included in the new 
space. The original eagle weather vane from the ‘38 structure 
greeted students on moving day, permanently located as an archi¬ 
tectural feature adjacent to the main entrance. Elements of Welles¬ 
ley’s long standing history and beloved traditions abound in the 
new space, and the selection of special artifacts was determined 
in conjunction with the Wellesley Historic Commission and the 
Massachusetts Historic Commission. Senior M. Renner stated, 
“If anything, I think this move will make us all closer, wanting to 
create new memories together”. H. James reflected that, “With 
all the space we’re going to have so much room to do activities!” 
After several years of anticipation, this senior class 
will pave the path for others who will enter this newly 
REDEFINED space, greeting all who enter for generations to come.
